These simis added together, make a total of 
$411,704,.301 ; but to obtain the whole amount 
of the actual product, a large supplement, say 
33^^ per centum, must be added, covering the 
amounts carried away by passengers and not 
manifested, and the amounts retained in the 
State for cuiTent use, etc. With this addition, 
the sum total would be ^549,605,735, or since 
1848, in round numbers $550,000,000, or about 
§55,000,000 per annum.

fn compliance with the act of Congress of 
3d March, 1855, the Secretary of State has 
transmitted to that body a statement of the 
number, sex, age and occupations of passengers 
arriving by sea from foreign countries, during the 
year ending 31st December, 1858; together 
with the country in wiiich they were born, the 
country of their intended residence, and the 
number that died on the passage. From this 
paper we abstract the following interesting de- 
tails of the movement :
